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Community college planned for area 


By the end of 1980 a new college 
campus, eventually accommodating 
4,500 students, will grace the 
southeast corner of Haggerty and 
Tyler roads in Van Buren Township. 

The new educational facility will 
be the fourth major campus of 
Wayne County Community College, 
according to Henry Orbach, Dean of 
Administrattion. In addition, 13 


other locations, primarily base 
centers, are operated by the college, 
he said. 

Construction on the Van Buren 
campus will begin this week, with 
earth balancing and installation of 
underground utilities, Orbach ex- 
plained. , , 

Located on the 117-acre site in Van 


Buren, the new college campus will 
be a unique structture of two floors, 
the first being constructed of glass 
blocks and the second of stainless 
steel. Architects will be Smith, 
Hinchman St Gryils, Orbach said. 

“Actually, the one building will be 
a campus under one roof, similar to 
a shopping mall, with several 


separate building-like structures, 
the dean said. 

Classes at the new Van Buren 
campus will be taught by about 50 
teachers at what Orbach termed a 
unit of the decentralized college 
concept under which Wayne County 
Community College operates. 

The other three major campuses 
operated by the college are: 


Greenfield Center, Greenfield and 
Joy roads; Downriver Center on 
Northline Road in Taylor; and 
Downtown Center near Cobo Hall, 
which is expected to open next 
month. 

A fifth major campus at Conner 
and the 1-94 Expressway on the east 
side of Detroit is being built at about 


the same time as the Van Buren 
facility, Orbach said. 

Once ail five major campuses are 
in operation, Wayne County Com- 
munity College and its total com- 
plement of campuses base centers 
and high school buildings used for 
night classes will have an estimated 
46.000 students enrolled, Orbach 
emphasized.

'First Step' takes 
a step backward

A committee of Wayne County 
Commissioners set “First Step ”, a 
crisis intervention and counseling 
service, back a few steps by its 
recent vote to reject leasing county 
property to the organization. 

Feeling dejected by the vote of the 
Wayne County Human Resources 
Committee was Western Wayne 
County Commissioner William 
Joyner, who had offered the 
resolution to allow the non-profit 
organization to lease a county- 
owned building, located on the 
grounds of Wayne County General 
Hospital in Westland. 

“Already there is too much county 
property not being put to use,” 
lamented Joyner. “It’s a travesty.” 

Sharing in Joyner’s disap- 
pointment was Gary Greenstein, 
who is on the board of directors of 
First Step. 

Greenstein, an attorney in the 
Canton area, said it was difficult to 
argue the county commissioners* 
decision, considering a reason for 
the rejection wasn’t given 
“All I can say at this time is that 
I’m obviously very disappointed. We 
haven’t a shelter at this time, and 
there really aren’t any alternative 
sites we’ve discussed,” he added 
The group transports spouse 
abuse victims to area hotels, 
residential homes and in some cases 
to Detroit area abuse shelters. 

Servicing battered mates — thus 
far only women who have sought 
assistance — the group’s service 
area extends throughout the out- 
county communities. 

First Step has a counseling center 
on Dorsey Road in Westland, but 
future plans include creating a 24- 
hour crisis line, and a crisis shelter 
Not being a member of the 
committee which issued the 
rejection, Joyner was not notified, 
nor present at the meeting when the 
Hocmlus

decision was made. 

“They moved on it so quickly. 
Within five days of me making the 
resolution, they acted on it, and I 
was out of town on a Jaycee con- 
vention,” Joyner said. 

At that same session the com- 
mittee, comprised of Detroit area 
commissioners and one com- 
missioner representing Inkster, 
voted to reject a proposal made by 
the Wayne-Westland Civic Theatre 
to utilize a theater, also on the 
grounds of Wayne County General 
Hospital. 

The spouse abuse counseling 
center has been in operation for a 
three-month period, according to 
Debra Benjamin, program director 
And during that time, “with 

minimal publicity”, she noted, the 
group has serviced more than 100 
clients. 

A special task force of First Step 
has met regularly to investigate the 
feasibility of leasing the county 
building 

Although the group said it is not 
prepared to defray the costs of 
much needed renovations to the 
desired facility to meet fire and 
safety codes, Ms Benjamin said the 
estimate of $20,000 for structural 
improvement costs could be met. 

She said that the group had in- 
tended. and believes it could be 
successful, in soliciting the 
necessary funds from numerous 
foundations and area corporations 
sympathetic to its cause 
“It seems like a perfect site This 
really sets us back.” Ms. Benjamin 
said

A Romulus resident will go on 
trial Aug. 14 in 34th District Court 
as a result of charges made by a 
Van Buren Township man that he 
is using his yard as a flea market, 
used car and boat lot and to sell 
pony rides. 

Cited by the city of Romulus for 
violation of its zoning and animal 
control ordinances is Edgar Mc- 
Williams of 12175 Hannan Rd., 
Romulus. 

A neighbor who lives West across 
Hannan on the township side, 
Richard Mandeville, brought the 
matter to the attention of Mayor 
William M. Oakley several weeks 
ago. 

Apparently frustrated in his at- 
tempts to get Romulus to remedy 
the situation, Mandeville contacted 
the Enterprise for help. 

He claimed that McWilliams used 
his front yard to sell used cars, 
motorcycles and boats and to sell 
pony rides and photographs of 
childi en riding the animals. As a 
consequence of the heavy traffic 
generated, Mandeville said, parking 
places in front of his home cn the 
west side of Hannan were frequently 
taken by persons stopping to shop at 
the McWilliams residence. 

Mandeville was miffed that 
Oakley could not stop McWilliams, 
whom he said did not have a license 
to sell his wares, from operating his 
various business enterprises. 

On his third trip to see the mayor, 
he said he became so incensed that 
he threatened to sue Oakley. 

Oakley explained, “He said he was 
going to sue me after 1 told him that 
the city legally had to go through a 
lengthy process in its attempts to get 
the matter resolved.” 

The mayor said following two days 
spent by the city’s ordinance officer 
in court with McWilliams, the 
defendant had asked for a new judge 
and a jury trial. 

On July 24, Judge Henry 
Zaborowski had set the trial date of 
Aug. 14 after holding a pre-trial 
hearing in his court. The jury trial 
will be presided over by Judge 
James B. Stone, the second of the 
two judges in the district court. 

Oakley said he explained to 
Mandeville that McWilliams had 
been ticketed for his violations 


after failing to clear up the mess in 
his yard in the required 10-day 
period. 

“Mr Mandeville left my office 
mad, but our having to follow all of 
the legal steps is the way our society 
works,” he said. 

On his first visit to Oakley’s office, 
the mayor said he suggested to 
Mandeville that he contact the 
supervisor of Van Buren Township 
about the possibility of having the 
township erect no parking signs in 
front of his house. 

“When he came back to see me, 1 
found out that he hadn’t done so,” 
the mayor said. 

Friday, Mandeville called the 
Enterprise office to say he had been 


notified that McWilliams was going 
to trial on Aug. 14 and that he did not 
want to place a second classified ad 
in the Enterprise. 

Last week, Mandeville took out a 
classified ad in the Enterprise which 
asked Mayor Oakley for help in 
getting the McWilliams’ operation 
closed down. 

Rather than place a second ad, 
Mandeville said he w ould wait to see 
what happened in court, now that 
action by the city had been put in 
motion. 

At his first hearing July 10, Mc- 
Williams entered a plea of innocent 
to violations of the city ordinances. 
However, Judge Zaborowski set the 
Aug. 14 trial date at the later pre- 
trial hearing July 24.

That whopping mortgage not all bad 


A young working couple just a few' 
years out of school buy a new home 
for $130,000, putting down $30,000 
drawn from savings, or borrowed 
from their parents, and financing 
the balance with a 30-year, 10 per- 
cent mortgage loan Their monthly 
payment on the mortgage is about 
$900, not including real estate taxes. 

Are they wildly improvident and 
surely headed full-speed for 
financial disaster? 

Not at all. According to the 
Michigan Association of Certified 
Public Accountants (MACPA), that 
young couple may have made a most 
conservative investment — one of 
the wisest moves open to them. 

“Assume the couple’s combined 
income is around $30,000,” suggests 
a CPA spokesman. “That means 
their income tax rate is in the neigh- 
borhood of 30 to 40 percent. By 
claiming the interest on the mor-

tgage as a tax deduction, in effect 

they reduce the interest rate from 10 
percent to 6 or 7 percent, and if their 
income is higher they reduce it even 
more. 

“Actually, if the home is in- 
creasing in value at an annual rate 
of more than 7 percent — and that is 
not at all unusual with today’s in- 
flation — then the cost of trking that 
mortgage loan is zero — or even 


less, they could be gaining more 
than they pay out ” 

As for the real estate tax bill, that, 
too, is deductible from taxable in- 
come, the CPAs point out Thus, both 
the real estate taxes and mortgage 
interest, in effect, are much less 
than they seem to be — offset by 
adjusting the amount of income 
taxes withheld from your paycheck, 
or by applying the tax refund at the 


Conservative driving 
can increase mileage 


end of the year. 

What about rules of thumb 
commonly applied to housing costs, 
such as “don’t let them exceed 25 
percent of income?” Say the CPAs: 
Such rules lose much of their 
validity during inflationary periods, 
and anyway, only part of mortgage 
payments can be considered a 
housing cost; to the extent that 
payments, plus appreciation, in- 


an 


crease equity they constitute 
investment, not an expense. 

There are, of course, situations in 
which too heavy a mortgage com- 
mitment is to be avoided, the CPAs 
warn. Should one of the couple’s two 
incomes be cut back, for example, 
there might not be enough to meet 
monthly payments. Or if the 
economy were to take a sudden, 
sharp downturn, appreciation in the 


home’s value could turn the other 
way. 

Prospects for a weakening in the 
housing market, which could also 
affect housing values, is something 
else that should be considered and 
weighed against the likelihood that 
the surge of new-home buyers 
among people born during the post- 
World War II baby boom will offset 
downward tendencies. 

Meanwhile, the CPAs remind us, 
as long as inflation continues, money 
put into physical things, such as a 
house, whose value keeps pace with 
the cost of living, is better invested 
than if left in a low-interest savings 
account. 

“There’s not only the tax savings 
and the appreciation,” says the CPA 
spokesman, “but as time goes on 
and inflation continues, you pay off 
your mortgage with cheaper and 
cheaper dollars.”

City, businesses seek to lure Republicans

“We can be very friendly!” 

That’s the message that 
metropolitan Detroit area officials 
want to get across to more than 
8,000 delegates who attend the 1980 
Republican National Convention in 
Detroit. 

Since more than 90 percent of the 
delegates from the 50 United States 
will pass through Metro Airport in 
Romulus, local city officials and 
business people want to make them 
aware of facilities in this area. 

With that in mind, Jay Young, 
Romulus public information officer, 
called a meeting last Friday of 
nearly two dozen people to put the 
wheels in motion for the gigantic 
task. The meeting was the brain-

child of Council member Beverly 
McAnally, who proposed the idea in 
a February council meeting. Her 
motion stated: “Because of the 
proximity of the City of Romulus 
and the Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port, and with the National 
Republican Convention being held in 
the City of Detroit in 1980, that a plan 
be prepared and money be budgeted 
for implementation of said plan for 
the promoting, advertising and, for 
the most part, bringing attention to 
the nation that the City is here.” 

Attending the meeting were 
representatives from the city of 
Romulus, Chamber of Commerce 
local hotels and motels, advertising 
companies, airlines and Wayne 
County. 

“This is only a first exploratory 


step to gauge interest in the 
program from various segments of 
the population,” said Young, who 
organized the meeting “Before the 
year is up, nearly every 
organization and interested group in 
the city will probably become in- 
volved in one way or another.” 

Young also added that elected 
officials from surrounding com- 
munities of Huron Township, Van 
Buren Township, City of Belleville 
and Sumpter Township would be 
contacted to send representatives to 
future meetings. “Although we are 
stressing Romulus because of its 
proximity to Metro Airport and the 
hotels where many delegates will be 
staying, we want to have all the 
communities in this entire area 
involved.” 


Romulus Mayor William Oakley 
welcomed the two dozen people to 
the meeting. “Many of you have 
probably spent years working in our 
city, yet never had an occasion to 
visit city hall or meet the elected 
officials of your home base. This 
morning we want you to feel 
welcome. The occasion for our 
meeting, of course, is the 1980 
Republican National Convention.” 

Oakley said the national event 
offered exciting possibilities for all 
who attended Friday’s meeting at 
Romulus City Hall. 

“We’d like to see if we can get 
together and mutually benefit from 
this important national event next 
year.” He pointed out that Kansas 
City, host of the 1976 Republican 
National Convention, had 25,000 


attend 

He said the delegates spent ap- 
proximately $ 103,000 per day and the 
local economy was boosted by $30- 
million during the week-long affair. 

“We’re looking for the long term 
effects of this national event Ta 
interest the delegates to come back 
to Romulus, and the Detroit area, 
and to bring with them business, 
industry, jobs and homes,” Oakley 
concluded. 

The meeting was mainly a time 
for exchanging ideas from everyone 
there.

Project SCORE in Romulus is one 
of the several work-experience 
programs funded under the Com- 
prehensive Employment and 
Training Act of 1974. 

It provides qualified youth with 
the opportunity to learn the 
essentials of becoming employable. 

Project SCORE was formerly 
known as the Neighborhood Youth 
Corps. The acronym stands for 
Student- Career Opportunities 
Through Relevant Experiences. 


The purpose of SCORE, is to 
provide, eligible youth, ages 14 
through 21, with an opportunity to 
supplement their family income, to 
acquire limited occupational skill 
training, and to encourage them to 
remain in high school until 
graduation. 

It also provides an opportunity for 
pre-employment job experience to 
deVelop acceptable attitudes and 
work habits necessary for successful 
full-time employment. 


The program in Romulus has 
placed more than 130 youths with 
non-profit job sites in Romulus and 
surrounding areas in Wayne County. 
Enrollees work eight hours per day, 
five days a week, and receive $2.90 
per hour, and the program lasts for 
approximately 8 weeks during the 
summer. 

Students work in schools, with the 
City of Romulus, in housing and 
other public and non-profit areas. 


They serve as aides to persons 
employed in almost all job positions 
in the public and non-profit sector.

Vacant homes a hazard? 


The safety hazard of abandoned 
hoifies destroyed by fire finally may 
be resolved, if the Michigan House of 
Representatives concurs with 
legislation recently passed by the 
Michigan Senate. 

Senate Bill 367 creates a special 
fund to be used for the restoration or 
removal of fire-damaged property 
Local units of government will be 
allowed to hold in trust a share of 
insurance claims placed on property 
lost in fires and use this money to 
tear down or repair the burned out 
houses or buildings 
“Too often we find that after a fire 


has occurred, a property owner will 
collect his insurance money and 
abandon the damaged dwelling or 
business. The charred remnants of 
the building remain as a scar on the 
neighborhood and the removal costs 
are a burden to the city's budget,” 
Hertel said. 

“I proposed this legislation in an 
effort to see that our cities are rid of 
the abandoned structures which are 
both eyesores and hazards to public 
health, as well as possible breeding 
grounds for crime.” 

The bill proposes that a city, 
village or township, if it so chooses, 

( 


create an escrow account, collecting 
15 percent of the insurance claims 
which are to be paid on fire- 
damaged buildings. The money 
received from each claim may be 
held by the local unit of government 
until such time as it receives proof 
that the structure has been repaired 
or the debris and remnants of the 
structure have been removed 
If the site is not repaired or 
cleared within six months’ time the 
owner of the insured property for- 
feits to the general fund of the city 
the share of his claim which has 
been held in escrow

Panel's vote: A 
slap at Joyner?

It appears a vote to reject a 
proposal to lease county property to 
“First Step,” a crisis intervention 
service, may have actually been a 
vote against Western Wayne County 
Commissjoner William Joyner. 

“I think it was a terrible mix-up,” 
said Debra Benjamin, program 
director to the non-profit 
organization, which services spouse 
abuse victims in the out-county 
communities of Wayne County. 

Ms. Benjamin said despite a 
committee of county commissioners 
recent vote to reject leasing a 
building located on the grounds of 
Wayne County General Hospital, 
First Step will re-submit the iden- 
tical request to that same panel, 
scheduled to convene in later 
August. 

“It went before the committee too 
early. We weren’t even there to give 
our reasons. We don’t even know 
why it was on the agenda,” Ms. 
Benjamin said. “We’d been working 
very closely with Mary Dumas 
•(Wayne County commissioner for 
Livonia), who was supposed to have 
made the request when we were 
readv with all our facts.” 


Without the knowledge, or sanc- 
tion, of First Step, however. Western 
Wayne County Commissioner 
William Joyner submitted the 
proposal to the commision’s Human 
Resource Committee, which flatly 
rejected the request. 

Joyner was not present at the 
meeting and said he was not notified 
that the resolution would pe placed 
on the committee’s agenda. 

Mrs. Dumas was miffed by 
Joyner’s intervention, arguing “his 
helpfulness” was more of hindrance 
than a help to the group. 

“He had no support of First Step, 
and no contact,” said Mrs. Dumas, 
“and the committee (of com- 
missioners) resents the fact that is 
was just placed on their agenda for 
them to approve, without any facts 
presented.” 

“I don’t know why he did it. I 
really don’t,” she added “It was 
rather presumptious on his part and 
certainly didn’t help matters at all.” 

More than tw o years ago a similar 
request to lease county property was 
made by the non-profit organization, 
but then the group was not a “viable 
organization”, void of any project 
funds. It did not qualify, Mrs. 
Dumas said.

can avoid 
techniques

How many times have you gone into the grocery 
store for one or two items and come out with one or 
two bags of groceries? 

There are many subtle marketing techniques 
which are designed to encourage spending in 
grocery stores. Those who are familiar with these 
strategies can save some money. 

A recent survey conducted by the Point-of- 
Purchase Advertising Institute and the DuPont 
Corp. found shoppers spend an average of 90 cents 


for every minute they browse in the supermarket 
aisles. It’s not surprising then to find that the layout 
and design of many stores are often aimed at 
keeping the shopper walking down the aisles. 

For example, most grocery stores are arranged 
so that the essential items, such as bread, milk and 
meat, are on the outer perimeter of the store. To get 
to these items, a shopper must walk through the 
entire store. The chances of spending more than 
what’s set aside in the food budget are enhanced by 
tempting displays and delicacies. 

Another method used by some retailers to en- 
courage buying is called the tie-in sale. This 
technique involves such things as placing the dip 
next to the chips or the dressings next to the lettuce. 
One type of iie-in sale especially annoying to 
parents is the placement of toys next to cereals and 
cookies, where children are sure to see and either 
request or demand them. 

Multiple pricing also often gives the illusion of a 
bargain. Three-for-a-dollar generally sounds better 
than 33 cents each. These prices should be com- 
pared w'ith items priced individually before 
stocking up. 

Most experts agree the best way to avoid ex- 
pensive impulse purchases is to make a a specific 
grocery list before leaving for the store Then stick 
to it! It also may help to take along only enough 
money to cover the planned purchases on the list. 

Shopping on an empty stomach also leads to 
disaster. Try to plan shopping trips after dinner, 
when expensive tidbits won’t be so tempting. 

No-name brands and store brands usually are 
money-savers. In many cases, the quality is the 
same— the only difference may be cosmetic.

rejected 


A proposal to adopt an interim 
zoning ordinance, activating the 
1976 Master Plan foi Canton, failed 
by a close vote of the township Board 
of Trustees. 

Tuesday night the board, by a 4-3 
vote, decided against its adoption, 
since the more than 300-page 
document would have become law 
without proper public input and 
review, among other reasons. 

Those favoring the ordinance’s 
adoption were visibly angered by the 
board's action. They had hoped that 
by its adoption, prior to the Aug. 15 
Master Plan hearing, a land 
developer could be stalled in his 
plans to construct a retail shopping 
plaza along Ford Road. 

Residents in the area of Ford 
Road, predominantly a commercial 
area, argued the interim zoning 


ordinance would have preserved the 
"integrity” of the 1976 Master Plan 
by allowing Ford Road's future 
development to have two options— 
either for strip commercial, or 
commercial mixed with multiple 
dwellings. 

Without the interim zoning or- 
dinance, they argued, the Ford Road 
development would continue along 
its commercial way. They gained 
the support of Trustees Carol 
Bodenmiller and Robert Greenstein 
and Deputy Treasurer Marie 
Falkiewicz (filling in in Treasurer 
James Donahue’s absence > 

However, Supervisor Noel 
Culbert, Clerk John Flodin and 
Trustees Gene Daley and Steve 
Larson defeated the ordinance’s 
adoption arguing that the majority 
of the residents’ concerned was the 


"actual issue”, not just Ford Road 

Culbert also noted the 1976 Master 
Plan shows some two-thirds of Ford 
Road zoned as commercial, and 
argued: “They want to preserve the 
integrity of the master plan fine, 
but there is no integrity to pre- 
sen' e.” 

It is in the proposed revisions to 
the 1976 Master Plan, designed by 
members of the former Greenstein 
administration, which reduce the 
commercial outlook for Ford Road’s 
future, according to township 
records 

"Government should not be run by 
the whim of one man with a crayon.” 
said Culbert, referring to action of 
Planning Commissioner Dan 
Richardson, a chief proponent of the 
interim ordinance's adoption "We 
can’t in good conscience bypass the 


problems with,” Flodin said "It is 

an all - encompassing ordinance, 
and I think we should go through the 
normal channels for its adoption ” 

While Greenstein said Ford Road 
and the issue of developing a 7-acre 
parcel as a retail shopping center, 
would have been an emotional issue 
regardless of the interim zoning 
ordinance, the township was in a 
state of emergency and urged its 
adoption 

He said by adopting the zoning 
ordinance it would give the township 
a "clear and definite” guideline to 
work from in future land develop- 
ments 

The interim zoning was to have 
been in effect for a 6-month period, 


with up to a 3-year time span, had it 

been approved 

Opponents to its adoption, like 
Larson, argued the ordinance was 
too complex to be adopted for that 
possible length of time without first 
seeking public input. 

The issue of the Canton. Home 
Center, a retail shopping center to 
be constructed on South Ford Road 
between Morton Taylor and Oak- 
view roads, was tabled 

Qilbert said he felt the proposed 
Canton Home Center development 
should be either tabled, at least 
during the period of revising the 
1976 Master Plan, or defeated based 
on "traffic congestion" along Ford 
Road "And it doesn’t take a zoning 
ordinance to do that.” 


'Water Wonderland' lives up to name 


With more shoreline than any 
other state except Alaska and 
almost everyone within a 15-minute 
drive of a lake or river, it’s no 
wonder Michigan is called a "Water 
Wonderland.” 

Water is the state’s most abun- 
dant natural resource and 
Michiganians enjoy an array of 
inland lakes which would cover an 
area the size of Rhode Island in 
addition to the Great Lakes, the 
world’s largest body of fresh water. 

Largest and deepest of the Great 
Lakes, Lake Superior also is the 
world’s largest single freshwater 
body. Covering an area greater than 
the State of Maine, it measures 1,302 
feet at its deepest point near the 
famous Pictured Rocks National 
Lakeshore east of Munising. 

At its eastern end, the Soo Locks, 
the world’s busiest, moves lake 
freighters and ocean-going "salties” 
past the mile-long St Mary’s Rapids 
at Sault Ste. Marie. 

Lake Michigan’s northern 
shoreline has undoubtedly one of the 
most beautiful drives in the state. 
Called the Lake Shore Scenic Drive, 
this 20-mile stretch of M-131 taking 
in picturesque Harbor Springs, and 
quaint Good Hart and Cross 
Village often is roofed by out- 
stretched trees and includes 
photogenic views of ice-blue Lake 
Michigan from atop high bluffs. 

Lake Michigan merges with Lake 
Huron, second largest of the Great 
Lakes, at historic Mackinaw City. 
Fish plantings over the last decade 
have made Lake Huron’s waters, 
especially in Saginaw, Tawas and 
Thunder bays, hotspots for trout and 
’salmon, while its miles of sandy 
beach beckon countless sunbathers 
from Port Huron to De Tour. 


At its southern terminus, the big 
lake’s waters are channeled through 
theSt. Clair River and Lake St. Clair 
to the Detroit River, busiest 
waterway in the world. 

Shipwatchers and picnickers on 
Detroit’s Belle Isle can view vessels 
from around the world and lake 
freighters up to 1,000 feet long 
heading north for cargoes of grain, 
iron ore or other midwest products, 
or "downbound” toward Lake Erie, 
shallowest of the lakes surrounding 
the state’s two peninsulas and one of 
the heaviest traveled by pleasure 
craft. 

Michigan has an abundance of 
sparkling inland waters as well. At 
last count, there are more than 
10,000 with many having the same 
names. There are at least four dozen 
named Long, Grass of Mud, 13 
Round lakes, eight named Blue but 
one named Gull, between 
Kalamazoo and Battle Creek. 

Most of Michigan’s inland lakes 
were gouged out by glaciers and 
many times were formed in pairs, 
and linked by streams and rivers. 

Largest is 31-square-mile 
Houghton Lake, which attracts 
thousands of summertime 
vacationers and wintertime 
snowmobilers and ice fishermen. It 
is connected by the Cut River with 
its twin, Higgins Lake, popular with 
swimmers because of its shallow 
shoreline waters. 

At 297 feet, Antrim County’s Torch 
Lake is the deepest inland lake in the 
state. It also is the largest link in 
northwest Lower Michigan’s "Chain 
‘O Lakes,” which includes Elk, 
Central and Bellaire. 

A man-made canal connecting 


Lakes Mitchell and Cadillac at 
Cadillac provides boaters with easy 
access to both waters. Mullett, Burt 
and Crooked Lakes, plus the Black 
River, make up the Trans-Michigan 
Waterway, used extensively by 
pleasure boaters traveling between 
Cheboygan on Lake Huron and the 
Petoskey area on Lake Michigan 

Beautiful Lake Charlevoix’s twin 
is Walloon Lake, while heart-shaped 
Hubbard Lake near Alpena has 
Fletcher Pond for a look-alike. 

Green and Duck lakes provide a 


scenic backdrop for classical music 
amid the pines at the National Music 
Camp, founded in 1928 by University 
of Michigan music professor Joseph 
E. Muddy at Interlochen, south of 
Traverse City. 

The five county Grand Traverse 
Bay region is the world’s largest 
producer of tart cherries, and 
thousands of the area’s 16 million 
cherry trees make a unique setting 
for picturesque Lake Leelanau in 
Leelanau County’s Little Finger 
Peninsula.

“The Middle West seems to lead in 
immorality.” the article said, but, 

by and large, the biggest worries of 
the colleges were drinking and girls’ 
smoking. 

Stealing and cheating were the 
other major problems 

The colleges reported that, 
although drinking was a 
disciplinary problem, prohibition 
(which went into effect in 1920) had 
lessened the trouble with liquor on 
the campus. 

The automobile was just starting 
to create difficulties for college 
administrators. Some colleges had 
rules about unchaperoned auto 
rides. Others specified that girls had 
to be in from an “auto date” by 7:30 
Some colleges barred auto dates 
aitogetner 

One Southern student said that 
boy's “will attempt more familiarity 
with the girl who smokes,” although 
he said the boys “much prefer the 
girls who don’t smoke.” 

To you, Wilfred Cross, wherever 
you are, a girl smoking may have 
been shameless behavior in your 
day. But we would gladly settle for it 
today. 

As a church critic, I go to a dif- 
ferent church each Sunday and rate 
its performance. 

The churches are graded in four 
different areas — worship service, 
music, sermon and friendliness A 


church can get up to three stars in 
each category, so a perfect score is 
12 Only four churches out of the 50 I 
have rated so far have received a 12- 
star rating. 

.Some others have come close and 
would have made a 12 if they hadn’t 
lost stars in the “friendliness” 
category This is surprising, for you 
would assume that churches would 
be the friendliest places in the world 
Churches which receive a low 
“friendliness” rating from me often 
say that if 1 w'ould have gone up and 
introduced myself to parishioners 
after church, I would have been 
given a warm greeting. 

That’s probably true, but I don’t 
do that. I stand around alone in the 
back of the church after the service 
and wait to see if anybody will come 
up to me and say hello 
I do this because I think the test of 
a friendly church is whether or not 
the people are outgoing to the 
stranger in their midst who may be 
shy or, for other reasons, unable to 
muster the sophistication necessary 
to approach others 
The stranger may be unattractive 
in terms of dress or demeanor, but 
that is no excuse “They need love 
most who deserve it least.” 

Evangelist Rex Humbard tells of a 
visit he made to Cadle Tabernacle in 
Indianapolis in the 1940s. He was 
speaking on evangelism 
A woman came up to him later and 
told of an incident concerning her 
brother John, who had been to 


reform school (as they called xi in 
those days). 

When he was released, he made an 
effort to straighten out his life He 
went to church one Sunday and when 
the minister announced the “altar 

call’’ at the end of the service, John 
went forward and knelt at the altar 
along with several others. 

It is the practice in evangelical 
churches at such times in the service 
for a member of the church to go up 
and pray with the kneeling penitent. 

But nobody went up to pray with 
John The people knew who he was. 
He was a bad actor. He had been to 
reform school. He was no good. 

When John left the church that 

Sunday, he told his sister, “I will 
never go to a church again as long as 
I live.” 

He never did. 

For John Dillinger, “two roads 
diverged” that day. “The road not 
taken” was the road that could have 
redeemed the man who became the 
most notorious “Public Enemy No. 
1” in the annals of the FBI

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Inkster charter vote may be delayed until 1980 

WCEC objects to Sept. 11 date

The citizens of Inkster may not 
vote on the proposed city charter 
until 1980 

That possibility became a distinct 
probability when the Wayne County 
Election Scheduling Committee 
(WCESC) objected to putting the 
question on the Sept. 11 primary' 
election ballot. 

* At a meeting last Thursday, the 
WCESC voted 2-1 to deny the Inkster 
Charter Commission's request for 


the .Sept. 11 date. Earlier, Circuit 
Judge George T. Matin had ruled in 
court that the city must schedule the 
charter election for Sept. 11 unless 
the State Attorney General or 
Wayne County Election Committee 
had any objections 
The committee objected 
“It was the determination of the 
committee that substantial conflict 
would exist if the question were 
placed on the ballot at the same time 
as the primary candidates, " James 
Killeen, chairman of the WCESC 
wrote in a July 20 letter to William 
Tegge, chairman of the Inkster 


Charter Commission 

“It was moved by the committee 
that the issue of charter revision 
appear on the ballot subsequent to 
the November general election.” the 
letter concluded 

The 4-member WCESC is com- 
prised of the county clerk ' Killeen ) ; 
a city clerk (James Bradley of 
Detroit); a member of a local school 
board (Mrs Shirley Lombardi of 
Romulus) and a township clerk 
(Rose Ix>gg of Brownstown Town- 
ship) 

At last Thursday’s meeting. 
Killeen and Bradley voted to deny 


the request for the Sept. 11 date, 
whale Mrs. Iximbardi voted in favor 
Mrs. Legg was absent. 

Now the matter goes back to 
Judge Martin’s court tomorrow for 
a hearing for reconsideration of the 
judge’s July 6 ruling that set Sept 1 1 
for the charter vote. 

Orville Tungate, deputy county 
clerk, said the county scheduling 
committee found a substantial 
conflict in approving the Sept. 11 
date He explained that because the 
proposed charter changes voting 
district boundaries from their 
present makeup, it would cause

considerable confusion and, in 
general, create havoc. 

Mayor candidate Edward Bivens 
Jr. was considerably upset by what 
he calls “these farcical delays in 
setting the charter election date.” 

“I believe that the charter should 
have been given to the people for 
their vote at an election prior to our 
established primary and general 
election dates,” said Bivens, who 
served 2 Vi years on the Charter 
Commission and helped draft the 
document. 

Bivens claimed that the efforts of 
the Charter Commission were 
constantly hampered during the 
nearly three years he worked with 
the group. 

Bivens was further dismayed 
when the scheduling committee 
voted Thursday to delay the charter 
vote until after the November 
general election. 

“I talked with James Killeen 
(county clerk) on three occasions, 
trying to persuade him to go along 
with the Aug. 7 charter election date. 
But his argument each time was the 
high cost to the city and county to 
hold special elections,” Bivens said. 

Bivens said Killeen contradicted 
himself when he voted last week to 
deny the Sept. 11 charter date. 

“This means that now there will 
beat least three special elections, in 


addition to the primary and general 
election, if the charter passes,” 
Bivens contended. 

However, county election 
scheduling officials said there was 
no official request from the Inkster 
Charter Commission for an Aug. 7 
charter election vote. 

“We had informal discussions 
with Mr. Braboy (Mike Braboy, 
charter commission attorney) but 
there was no official request, to my 
knowledge, within the specified time 
limits set by law.” Tungate said. 

Any request for a special election 
meet be made in writing at least 45 
days, and 60 days in the case of some 
cities, before the date requested. 
This was not done in the case of the 
Inkster Charter Commission, county 
officials said. 

Another bone of contention bet- 
ween the Charter Commission and 
City Council is the number of copies 
printed of the proposed charter. 
Five thousand copies were printed 
this week and delivered to city hall. 
Another 5,000 copies are scheduled 
to be printed as legal inserts in 
editions of the Inkster Ledger-Star, 
the city’s legal publication. 

Charter Commissioners are also 
upset that the final draft of the 
charter was approved by city of- 
ficials and not by the members of the 
Charter Commission, which drafted 
the proposed new laws

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Hertel bill would make PSC "more accountable' 


State Sen. John Hertel of Harper 
Woods has introduced legislation 
which would reorganize the 
Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission (PSC), making it more 
accountable to the public. 

“In recent years the PSC has 
* rubber stamped almost every rate 


increase that comes before them. 
With, the result being a doubling of 
utility rates in the past five years,” 
Hertel said. 

The legislation would make three 
major changes to the commission. 
The changes are: 


(1) Require that the 3-member 
commission be elected by the public, 
rather than appointed by the 
Governor. 

(2) Place the commission staff 
under control of the legislature in 
order to audit rate requests to 


determine if they are accurate and 
justified. 

(3) Provide that stockholders, 
rather than customers, assume the 
financial responsibility for un- 
necessary of inefficient utility plant 
construction. 


“These changes are needed to 
make the PSC more accountable,” 
continued Hertel. “The commission 
was created to serve as an in- 
dependent regulatory agency for the 
utility monoply. But has become 
increasingly clear that the PSC is 
not responsive to the needs or in-

terests of Michigan's citizens. The 
utility user in this state has no 
alternative but to purchase his gas, 
electricity, or telephone from the 
utility that services his area.

Canton officials ponder 'offer' to share costs 


„ Can’t beat them 9 Then join JLhem 
That seemed to be the publics 
attitude regarding a proposal to 
chip in local funds to the Wayne 
County Road Commission’s coffers 
to assist in the paving costs for 
some of Canton Township s more 
rocky roads 

At least that was the expressed 
concensus of about 20 homeowners 
in Canton who, representing sub- 
division homeowners associations, 
were present at a special seminar 
held last Wednesday. 

- The intent of the seminar, a first 
for Canton, was to receive public 
input on key issued of concern in 
•the township. 

- It costs about $1 million to pave a 
.1-mile stretch of road, and 

traditionally, the county road 
commission, in conjunction with 
; the federal government, has ab 
; sorbed the full cost 


Recently, however, the road 
commission has offered local 
municipalities the proposition of 
paving roads more expeditiously, if 
the community agrees to share in 
the paving costs 

For instance, if the road com- 
mission began to pave Warren 
Road between Canton Center and 
Lilley roads— one of Cantons 
rockier roads for one mile, it 
would cost Canton $125,000 
That $125,000 represents about 
one-third of the cost traditionally 
paid by federal officials 
The formula would work like 
this: The road commission pays 30 
percent of the total cost, federal 
officials pay 40 percent of the 
remaining 70 percent, and Canton 
would pay the 30 percent not ab- 
sorbed by the federal government 
By helping to absorb some of the 
costs, Culbert said Canton would

An Ordinance to amend the Uniform Traffic Code Ordinance heretofore 
adopted by this Township by amendment of Section 9.3 which is entitled 
‘Penalties” and the addition thereto of a new Section 9.3 (a) to provide for 
procedures to process civil infractions ; and to repeal all ordinances or parts 
of ordinances in conflict therewith 

THE TOWNSHIP OF VAN BUREN ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1 

Section 9 3 of the Unform Traffic Code Ordinance previously adopted by 
this Township on the 7th day of March, 1969, through Van Buren Township 
Ordinance No 1969-1, as amended, which Section is entitled “Penalties” is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Violation of any provision of this Ordinance not constituting a civil inf raction 
as that term is used and defined under the provisions of the Motor Vehicle 
Code of the State of Michigan, being 1949 PA 300 as amended, and 1978 PA 510 
shall be punishable by a fine of not more than $100.00 or imprisonment for not 
more than 90 days or by both such fine and imprisonment, unless another 
penalty is expressly provided herein 
SECTION II 

Tire said Uniform Traffic Code Ordinance previously adopted by this 
Township on I he 7th day of March, 1969. through Van Buren Township Or- 
dinance No 1969-1 as amended , is hereby amended by the addition thereto of 
a new subsection 9 3(a) to read as follows : 

Any provision of this Ordinance which describes an act or omission which 
constitutes a civil infraction under the terms of the Motor Vehicle Code of the 
State of Michigan, being 1949 PA 300 as amended, and 1978 PA 510, shall be 
processed as a civil infraction under the procedures set forth in said Motor 
Vehicle Code. Violation of any provision of this Ordinance which is 
designated as a civil infraction in the said Motor Vehicle Code is not a crime 
and shall not be punishable by imprisonment or a penal fine If a person is 
determined to be responsible or responsible “with explanation” for a civil 
infraction, the judge, referee or district court magistrate may order such 
person to pay a civil fine of not more than $100 00 along with costs which 
may include all expenses, direct and indirect, to w hich this Township has 
been put in connection w r ith the civil infraction In no case, however, shall 
costs be ordered in excess of $100.00 
SECTION III 

This Ordinance shall take effect on the 26th day of August. 1979 All or-

’Hiere are as many con games to 
be played — even on a suspecting 
public — as there are con men One 
member of the Michigan Fraternal 
Order of Police told me recently that 
he compares the number of con- 
fidence schemes to the number of 
stars in the sky. 

However, many varieties or types, 
there is a basic theme that is 
common to all con schemes — they 
play on greed and the touch of lar- 
cency that seems to lurk in the 
hearts of everybody at one time or 
another. There appears to be 
“something for nothing”, and there 
are few- of us that can resist it. 

If you’ve* a touch of larcency in 
vour heart, or still can honestly 
believe in getting something for 
nothing — there is little that myself 
or my comrades can do for you, 


As part of the scheme you’ll be 
asked to withdraw funds from your 
account, and have the bill’s 
“marked” or placed in “protective 
custody.” Again, there are many 
variations. But the money is 
removed from a perfectly safe place 
to a place where the schemer has 
access to it. eventually per- 
manently. 


You are offered a color TV set at a 
bargain price, say $100. It may be 
brand new — a lost shipment, 
replaced through insurance, an 
excess at a local store that went 
unnoticed in the records, or candidly 
and frankly, it may be openly ad- 
mitted that it is “hot”, or stolen. 
Whatever approach, yop can buy it 
for a fraction of its real worth. 

Service 9 No problem, the schemer 
will tell you.

Trouton Drain 


The deplorable situation surrounding the Trouton Drain in 
Romulus, once more points up the need for pollution law with 
muscle. 

The drain which abuts residential property, has been serving as 
the recepticle for the discharge of contaminated ground water 
runoff from a local chemical plant and is creating not only an 
unnecessary stench, but poses a potential health problem as well. 

While the current operators of the plant claim that they 
inherited the problem from their predecessors, the affected 
residents remain unimpressed with arguments coming from the 
operators that they cannot afford the necessary clean-up. 

As so often happens, only after the problem has reached almost 
unmanageable proportions, is action contemplated. 

We can’t help but wonder where the state’s muscle was when 
the problem with the Trouton Drain was first reported. 

We feel that the history of the area’s use should be investigated. 
Should it be found that the current operators of the plant are 
responsible for the mess, they should be forced to correct the 
situation. If it is found, as they claim, that they have simp y 
inherited the problem from the prior operators, the state should 
provide the funds for the clean-up and then go after polluters for 
restitution. 

But regardless of blame, residents of the area should not have 
to live with the by-products of industrial processes which com- 
promise their ability to live a decent and normal life in their 
homes. 

The time for talk is past. It is now time for action.

Court reorganization materializes

The long-awaited court reorganization of 
Wayne County looks like it is finally going to 
materialize during the current budget year. 

The Appropriations Committee of the 
Michigan Legislature through the General 
Government Budget Bill, has set up the basic 
funding mechanism for court reorganization in 
Wayne County and for the beginning of state 
assumption of the courts throughout the state of 
Michigan. 

In the general government appropriation as 
recently passed, the change in the funding for- 
mula for all judges was approved. Basically the 
change is that the maximum salary of all judges, 
as of January 1, 1980, based on a percentage of 
the salary paid to the Michigan Supreme Court 
Justices. The final percentages as agreed to are: 
a Court of Appeals Judge would receive 94 
percent of the salary paid to a Supreme Court 
Justice; a Circuit Court Judge would receive 92 
percent, a Probate Court Judge would receive 
88 percent; a District Court Judge would receive 
84 percent of the Supreme Court Justice salary 
rate. 

As of January 1, the Supreme Court Justices’ 
salary will be set at $60,500.00 and the maximum 
salary which could be paid to a circuit court 
judge anywhere in the state of Michigan will be 
equal to 92 percent of that salary base or 
$55,660.00. m l 

Of this amount, the state pays the basic 
supplement of $33,275.00 and this figure includes 
the 7.8 percent raise given by the state of 
Michigan to these judges throughout Michigan. 

The local counties would then have the 
flexibility of giving a local supplement of 
anywhere from zero to up to $22,385.00 to Circuit 
Court Judges in their area. 

Wayne County presently pays approximately 


$17,900.00 as their local match for a total of about 
$47*000.00 plus cost of living increases of $3-4 
thousand per year. Under the new system, 
circuit court judges in Wayne County would go 
from approximately $52,000.00 to over $55,000.00, 
a 6.8 percent increase overall in total com- 
pensation. 

Under the new system, there would be no cost 
of living increases built in for any judges in 
Michigan. The unique feature to the Wayne 
County program is that the state will assume, as 
of January 1, 1980, full funding for all circuit 
court judges in Wayne County. 

This will provide approximately, on an annual 
basis, $11 million of aid to Wayne County, to pay 
for the personnel costs of judges running the 
Wayne County court system. 

It is the first step in the court reorganization 
and state wide uniformity plan that has been 
recommended for the past few years. The 
program also provides financial relief to an 
extremely destitute county of Wayne. 

The new funding mechanism and the ap- 
propriation of the $11 million dollars to the 
County of Wayne is directly tied to enabling 
legislation for the court reorganization plan. The 
present concept envisions combining the present 
Wayne County Circuit Court Judges with the 
Recorder’s Court and Common Pleas Judges in 
Detroit. Recorder and Circuit Court Judges 
would form a new court bench to be funded by 
the state of Michigan and the Common Pleas 
Court would be divided into district courts in 
compliance with the judicial arrangements 
throughout the rest of the State. This would not 
only provide better continuity of judicial 
agreements in the County but also provide 
significant financial assistance to Wayne 
County. 


The court reorganization plan would also 
apply to Probate Judges and District Court 
Judges in a similar fashion. 

As to district court judges throughout the 
county of Wayne and for circuit court judges and 
district court judges in the rest of the State, the 
State will begin to assume approximately 40 
percent of the local share of funding for district 
court and circuit court judges. 

District Court Judges received a 7.8 percent 
pay increase under the new formula up to 
$29,950.00. This portion is paid by the state of 
Michigan as the state’s share of funding of the 
court system . The increase allows a total pay-out 
of up to 84 percent of the Supreme Court’s salary. 
Local units of government would then be allowed 
to pay an additional $20,870.00 for a total of 
$50,820.00 for district court. 

The state of Michigan, throughout the District 
Courts and Circuit Courts, will appropriate 
monies for 40 percent of the amount that a local 
jurisdiction deems reasonable to grant the 
Judge; or up to $8,350.00 of state assumption in 
the cost of funding judges. 

Again this' will provide significant financial 
relief to local units of government and taxpayers 
in the funding of their judicial system. 

This same formula works for circuit court, 
probate court and district court judges 
throughout the state other than the Wayne 
County Circuit Court bench. Therefore, the 
assumption of a state court system, for the first 
time, was put into place in the appropriation 
package of the general government bill. 

All of the funding proposals other than the base 
state increase of 7.8 percent for all judges, is tied 
to an acceptable court reorganization plan being 
developed by the Legislature.

Under a Tennessee Pine

While resting under one of nature s creations, 
a towering Pine, at a Camp Ground in Ten- 
nessee, I listened and watched intently as 
President Carter outlined his new energy 

policy. . ... 

The family had left for the vacation while 
Carter and his aides were still huddled in 
secrecy at Camp David. A week later, roughing 
it in the wilderness, we watched on the 12 volt 
portable television, the long awaited message 
outlining how our country was going to over- 
come the problems associated with our growing 
dependence on imported fuels. 

We watched, waited, and listened, but still 
learned little if anything new'. 

— Windfall profits tax WILL BE APPROVED 
BY CONGRESS, and the proceeds earmarked 
for the research and development of synthetic 

we all will suffer and be forced to make 

sacrifices. . . 

— Not a drop of new oil will be imported 

above the levels of 1977. 

— We must all make a commitment to solving 
the problems which government has hung 
around our necks. 

I must admit that I was impressed by the 
president's comments. Not impressed by his 
plan but impressed by the fact that he would 
have brought himself to make such an appeal 
While watching his message, our campsite 
was lit by the glow of a Coleman lantern fueled 
most likely by imported fuels. Likewise, our 


evening snack was warmed on the top of a 
Coleman camping stove also powered by im- 
ported fuel. In such a situation it was natural to 
wonder if what the president had in mind was a 
return nationwide, to the rustic life style of our 
forefathers. 

Probably not, at least not for the White 
House, but the message the president provided 
was clear. 

The failure of government and our elected 
leaders to react to the forecasted oil shortages 
provided ten years ago, would mean that today, 
all of us would have to pay the bill. 

It appears that today, government, has come 
closer to understanding that its regulations 
have been chiefly responsible for current 
energy problems, but still our elected officials 
are unable to face the wrath of the voters by 
doing what is necessary to solve the problem 
permanently. De-regulate oil completely. 

Instead, Carter tenaciously clings to his 
demands for a Windfall Profits Tax. A tax 
which promises to deprive the oil companies of 
the profits which could finance energy in- 
dependence for our nation. 

Where is the logic? 

Perhaps, the logic lies more with politics 
than with energy. 

The very elected officials who now represent 
us in government appear unwilling to trust the 
system which has elevated them to positions of 
power and influence. 


This country was built on the premise of free 
enterprise and competition. But where is the 
competition between oil companies that are 
forced by government to fix prices 

Where is the free enterprise in a system 
which tells a producer of goods that they may 
not charge a reasonable price for those goods. 

Resting in the ' dark against that tree in 
Tennessee, the thought occurred to me that the 
ultimate solution to our country’s energy 
problems, like it or not, rests with complete 
decontrol of oil. 

I do not view the coming $2 a gallon price for 
gasoline with much pleasure. But the alter- 
natives look even less pleasant. 

The family vacation to Tennessee required 
the use of about 100 gallons of gasoline. In 1970, 
the trip would have cost about $35. In 1975, the 
trip would have cost about $60 Two weeks ago, 
the trip cost nearly $100. Tomorrow' and after, 
the trip may in fact, not be possible at all, 
unless government and Ub leaders soon accept 
the fact that the system we have ridden to new 
heights of productivity and personal freedoms, 
does, can, and will work if it is allowed to. 

If we are truly the government, then it is also 
true that if you seek the enemy, look no further 
than yourself 

Carter wants a return to the spirit of old to 
resolve the energy shortage 

Unfortunately, government has all but 
destroyed that spirit.

This golden wedding affair is 
being hosted by the three Herzog 
daughters and their families 
Marilyn Delo of Blanchard, Mich. 
Helen Kay Roberts of Sterling 
Heights, and Glenna Dagher of 
Pennsylvania. 

Herzog came to Romulus High 
School to coach athletics in 1928, 
fresh out of Michigan State 
Normal College. He became 
superintendent of schools in 1931 
and remained so until he resigned 
in 1946. he was appointed 
Romulus postmaster in June 1946 


and two years later resigned to 
return to the Lakeview area 
where he was bom and reared 

Mrs. Herzog is the former 
Melba Coomer, a native of 
Belleville. The couple first met at 
Romulus High School where she 
was principal. She also taught 
Latin and home economics for a 
number of years. The couple built 
their home at 12121 Elmview, 
Romulus, where they lived until 
they moved to Lakeview in the 
fall of 1948. 

Supt. Herzog served the 
Romulus community in a unique 
era when the new high school at 
11401 Olive was built and sup- 


ported by District No. 1 alone. His 
years were marked with many 
“firsts”: He was the first full- 
time athletic coach He and his 
athletes built the first RHS 
athletic field with their own ef- 
forts during the Depression 
years. RHS became accredited 
by the North Central Education 
Association s highest rating (3 
years). 

With a brand new high school 
and a “first” gymnasium, the 
school became the center of the 
Romulus community activities. 
Alumni dances were important 
social events for all of the young 


people. The crowd came early 
every Friday night at the gym- 
nasium to see the girls* 
basketball team headline the 
league competition along with the 
boys varsity and reserves. 

The “first” RHS band made its 
debut in 1936 with Clarence 
Luchtman as director: The high 
school got a new 4-room addition 
with local WPA labor so more 
tuition students from rural grade 
schools in Romulus could be 
accommodated. When there was 
no money to meet the monthly 
payroll, the teachers and staff 
volunteered and completed the 


year without salary in one par- 
ticular Depression year. Supt. 
Herzog advocated a no-smoking, 
no-drinking policy among 
athletes, student body, and 
teaching staff, and practiced 
what he preached 
The township voted to re- 
organize June 15, 1946. At that 
time East Tyler, Mt. Pleasant, 
Hayti No. 3, Cory, Woodville, 
Hall, Hale and Texas rural grade 
schools joined with District No. 1 
to become Romulus Township 
School District. Overnight they 
became equal owners of District 
No. 1 High School facilities and 
vice versa.

Divorce: Emotionally, 
financially devastates 


According to reliable estimates, 
four of every 10 American 
marriages end in divorce, four of 
five divorcees will remarry and 
approximately 40 percent of those 
, individuals will divorce again 

In addition to the severe 
psychological and emotional factors 
that accompany the dissolution of 
the marriage contract, divorce is 
one of the most devastating financial 
events a family can sustain (ranked 
second only to death and the loss of a 
wage earner’s job). 

It’s paradoxical, but the key 
element in determining whether a 
divorce proceeding runs smoothly 
(and economically) hinges upon the 
abiity of both erstwhile marriage 
partners to cooperate. Mutual 
cooperation speeds the distribution 
of family assets, resolves the 
question of child support and helps 
to assure equitable distribution of 
property. 

Although divorce procedures 
traditionally have been charac- 
terized by petty squabbles over 
possessions and legal en- 
tanglements, the financial problems 
of divorce can be reduced. Ac- 
cording to a consumer specialist at 
the Michigan Consumer Education 
Center, based at Eastern Michigan 
University, there are some effective 
guidelines for settling money 
matters in divorce. 

Marilyn Gunther, an associate 
director at the Michigan Consumer 
E^cation Center, recently helped 
wiite a consumer’s guidebook for 
handling the financial aspects of 
divorce, titled “Money Matters in 
Divorce.” 

According to Gunther’s booklet, 
which is designed as a teaching 
module for consumer education 
teachers in Michigan, several 
simple steps can help reduce the 
cost of the divorce. They include 
communicating honestly about 
income, expenses and the location of 
important family records; con- 
sidering do-it-yourself divorce kits 
for simple uncontested divorces 
when children are not involved; 
realizing that negotiations can break 
down during the proceeding over 
simple items and that the final 
settlement will be a compromise for 
both parties; and avoiding a custody 
suit over the children, if possible, 
since a prolonged legal battle will 
raise the cost of the divorce and can 
be emotionally painful for the 
children. 

A former consumer specialist at 
Iowa State University, she stresses 
that do-it-yourself divorce kits can 
be both an economical and practical 
solution to drawn out divorce 
procedures. 

“They start from as low as $15 per 
kit, plus additional court costs. The 
kit should only be used when the 
property settlement is simple and 
there are not children involved ... 
You also have to check to make sure 
that the kit is applicable to the 
county in which you reside,” Gun- 
ther cautioned. 

Choosing a good divorce lawyer is 
an important step for those who seek 
legal counsel. Gunther says most 
lawyers charge between $50 and $75 
per hour and usually will grant an 
initial interview at a nominal fee. 

“Remember that the attorney is 
not a marriage counselor or ad- 
viser,” Gunther says. “Lawyers 
merely serve as legal counsel ... 
Look for an attorney with a 
backgrund in dealing with divorce 
and family concerns.” 

The EMU expert says the “Guides 
of the State Bar Association of 
Michigan” contain listings of 
Michigan attorneys.. 

Gunther, who earned her 
bachelor’s degree from Mercyhurst 
College and a master’s degree in 
family economics and management 
from Iowa State University, em- 
phasizes that divorce almost always 
changes the family’s financial 
situation — usually for the worse. 

“In most cases, it will be 
necessary for both spouses to work 
in order to support two households 
Extra money beyond regular 
household expenses may be needed 
for moving, furniture and household 
goods, clothing, transportation and 
legal fees. 

“In most cases, if the wife is not 


working, she may want to get a job 
when a divorce seems imminent ... 
eighty percent of divorced women 
work.” 

Ideally, Gunther writes, if both 
spouses are employed before the 
separation it will help reduce the 
financial burden of setting up two 
households. Dividing money, real 
estate and possessions accumulated 
during the marriage is one of the 
mo6t difficult aspects of divorce, 
that’s why a property settlement 
agreement is critical. 

"The property settlement 
agreement is a contract drawn up by 
the attorneys to settle for ALL TIME 
the property rights, duties and 
obligations of each partner ... The 
settlement is for ALL TIME and 
should not be signed by either 
partner without the counsel of an 
attorney,” she said. 

Child support and custody often 
are the most sensitive concerns in 
the divorce proceedings when 
children are involved. Custody and 
support is recommended to the 
judge by the Friend of the Court and 
procedures vary from county to 
county. Gunther explains that it is 
important for the divorcing couple to 
agree on custody of the children to 
keep emotional trauma to a 
minimum. Support payments are 
based on a graduated scale. 

“Support payments are recom- 


jnencfcd by the Friend of the Court. 
In Michigan, payments average 
about 20 percent of the net salary of 
the supporting parent for one child, 
30 percent for two children, 40 
percent for three children up to a 
maximum of 50 percent ... The 
percentages vary from county to 
county. Special needs of the 
children, such as health needs and 
educational needs could modify the 
amount of child support payments 
ordered by the court,” Gunther 
adds. 

In addition to child custody, 
support and property settlements, a 
divorcing couple also is often faced 
with settling accrued debts. Gunther 
says that debts may be assigned to 
either partner depending on who has 
the greater ability to pay. The 
divorce procedure may even in- 
crease the problem of debt, Gunther 
adds, because during the stressful 
period money often is spent un- 
wisely. 

Gunther's consumer education 
booklet focuses on the issue of the 
financial implications of divorce. 
The booklet costs $2.50 and is 
available by contacting the 
Michigan Consumer Education 
Center, 215 University Library, 
Eastern Michigan University, 
Ypsilanti, 48197. Call the center at 
487-2292 for more information.

One-stroke victory 

Piscopink captures golf crown for 4th straight year

Wayne’s Tom Piscopink may be 
sued for violating the Sherman anti- 
trust laws. 

The dark-haired 32 -year-old golfer 
continued his monopoly of the City 
Golf Championship at Dun Rovm 
Sunday when his 154 total captured 
the title for the fourth consecutive 
year But his one-stroke victory 
didn’t come easy. 

Two teammates and friends, Fred 
Backiel of Westland and Karl 
Stewart of Wayne, finished with 155 
and 156, respectively, to take second 
and third place trophies in the 
championship flight. Backiel, 
especially, was in the running until 
his birdie putt on the last hole barely 


missed to leave him in the run- 
nerupspot 

The City Golf Tournament, which 
was held for the 20th consecutive 
year, is co-sponsored by Associated 
Newspapers and the parks and 
recreation departments of Wayne, 
Westland, Canton, Inkster and 
Garden City. More than 100 golfers 
took part. 

Kevin Ryan, a talented 19-year-old 
from Inkster, finished fourth with 78- 
79-157. Westland’s Bob Thomas, who 
won his city’s championship flight 
title last year, carded 78-80-158 for 
fifth place 

James Jackson of Inkster and 
Steve Zaidel of Wayne tied for sixth 
place honors with identical rounds of 
79-80-159.

Post script: 
City golf 
tourney

Why is the annual City Championship Golf Tournament a suc- 
cess 0 

That question raced through my mind during last weekend’s two- 
day ordeal at Dun Rovin in Plymouth where some one hundred or 
so masochists were swinging golf clubs at golf balls and some of 
them swearing that they’ll never come back. 

But they do. 

For the past 15 years (at least), this summer classic has brought 
together the good and the bad, the young and the old, the neophite 
and the veteran to play for city titles and the right to represent their 
cities at the parks and recreation department state championships. 

But it has been more than that - the competition has been good - 
whenever you have class golfers such as Tom Piscopink, Fred 
Backiel, Karl Stewart, Matt Wiley, Steve Zaidel - out on the course, 
you expect and get class. But, there is also a lot of camaraderie 
which transcends the heat and controversy stirred up in any kind of 
tournament. 

“Whenever you have 100 or more persons in any kind of situation 
and it’s especially true in athletic competition, ’’pointed out Bill 
Hawley, tournament manager, “you’re going to have problems - 
it’s just human nature. But there are rules, and those rules are for 
everyone. 

“I know that some of the golfers were complaining about the pin 
placements for the second day,:* Hawley continued. “It toughened 
up the course - but, again, it was for all of us and not just for one 
player. 

“I personally felt it was a super tournament and the ad- 
ministrative people at the course were fantastic. The course 
preparation couldn’t have been better.” 

No one can argue that the weather wasn’t accommodating. 
Though rain threatened most of the day on Saturday, it held off. Not 
one drop fell then, or on Sunday. Sunday was one of those rare 
cloudless sunny days that every golfer who has an understanding 
wife dreams about. It was a perfect day for an exciting weekend. 

Our small cadre of officials - Paddy Lynn, (Westland Parks and 
Recreation), Ron Wolkowicz( Inkster), David Runyan (Inkster) and 
Jeff Holderness( Canton), along with our unofficial crew which 
included Bill Whitworth and Jim Bradley, ANP staffer, made this 
tournament one of the smoothest running events of its kind. 

There are at least five golfers out there today who will attest to 
just how sharp that cadre was. The five had signed their cards with 
incorrect scores, and they were disqualified. 

But that’s the way the chips fall sometimes. 

111066 who did finish among the top five in the championship 
flights should be hearing for their parks and recreation depart- 
ments this week. They’ll want confirmation whether you intend to 
play in the Michigan Parks and Recreation Association’s state 
finals. The state finals will be held either the second or third week 
of September in Muskegon. 

Of course, there is a list of “thank yous’’ that must be included in 
here somewhere. And topping that list is City of Westland, 
Treasurer, along with parks and recreation employees Ralph Tack 
and Chuck Pickering who handled the finances for us this 
year.ANP chief photographer Lothar Konietzko, though ill and 
hurting, provided the tournament trophy winners with that special 
Lothar touch when it came time to snap pictures. And you can 
go on and on. 

But 1 feel the individual who came up to us after the tour- 
nament(sorry that I didn’t catch his name because it was at one of 
those moments when you’re thinking ‘well, it’s all over, let’s get 
home*) said it best when he commented: 

“I’ve never played in this tournament before, but I want to say 
this, that it is the best-run tournament I’ve played in. And I want 
you to know thatVll be back next year.” 

TTiis is what keeps the tournament going on and on and on. 
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37 on the back nine Sunday to total 78 
and his 80-78-158 was one shot better 
than Rick Francis, last year’s 
Canton champ. 

Garden City’s championship flight 
totals were higher than the rest as 


last year’s champ, 20-year-old Terry 
Bielecki, tied last year’s runnerup, 
Roger Sutherland for first place with 
161. Bielecki parred the final hole 
while the humorous Sutherland 
bogeyed it. However, Sutherland 


turned the tables on his younger foe 
by winning the second hole in a 
sudden death playoff, after they tied 
on the first extra hole 
But all eyes were on Piscopink and 
Backiel, a blond-haired Westland

A Romulus chemical plant could face court action 
by the State Attorney General’s Office if it fails to 
comply with recommendations to stop foul smelling 
odors coming from the Trouton Drain 

At least a dozen officials, representing that many 
governmental agencies and offices were in at- 
tendance at City Hall to hear area residents tell 
their story of neglect, bureaucratic red tape, buck- 
passing and frustration over their efforts to have 
the Trouton Drain odor problem resolved over the 
past six years 


In response to that comment and 
questioning from State Sen. William 
Faust’s aide, David Calahan, the DNR 
task force chairman Thomas Leep 
promised to report back with a recom- 
mendation within 30 days. 

Ii?ep was seconded bv Roger Schwartz 


from the State Attorney General’s Office, 
who said if the company does not agree to 
follow the DNR’s recommendations, his 
office is prepared to go to court to force 
compliance 

Said Schwartz, ‘If we go into court, it 
will bew'ith both guns blazing We will then 


ask for a $800,000 cleanup job, rather than 
only $80,000 It (the court action » will not 
be a half-hearted effort We are ready to go 
to the circuit court if necessary ” 

At the end of the three-hour meeting, 
many of the 70 citizens present were still 
skeptical Many had attended similar 


meetings in the past, with little to show' for 

it. 

Anyone with a complaint about the 
Trouton Drain, or any other Wayne County 
drain in Romulus, is urged to call the 
Wayne County Health Department at 284- 
0664 to lodge complaints 


For over three hours, officials heard testimony 
from angry residents and city leaders concerning 
the polluted condition of the drain, located in the 
northeast section of Romulus 

The drain, which runs in an easterly direction, 
parallel to Beverly Road, abuts several residential 
properties, and by all accounts, often contains a 
foul-smelling, black liquid, which makes life most 
unpleasant for its neighbors. 

According to a task force report, conducted by the 
Department of Natural Resources (DNR) in 1978, 
and released at last night’s meeting, the major 
source of the pollution is from contaminated 
groundwater entering the drain from a nearby 
chemical reprocessing plant called Chemical 
Recovery Systems. 

A spokesman for the company, which purchased 
the property in 1971, claims it inherited the problem 
from the previous owners, and in fact, have already 
spent nearly $250,000 to clean up the land. 

The company said it has submitted another plan 
to further clean up the area, which would cost 
another $80,000. However, both the DNR and city 
officials claim that isn’t enough, and are demanding 
the company do more. In fact, a spokesman 
suggests the company could spend ten times that 
amount to completely eradicate the problem. 

Chemical Recovery, claiming financial hardship, 
says it can’t afford that kind of cleanup effort, and is 
applying for a pollution control loan through the 
Michigan Job Improvement Authority. A similar 
application last year w*as submitted too late to 
qualify, the company said. 

City Council member Jimmie Raspberry, himself 
a resident of the area, noted that the $2 million 
company is currently expanding its facilities by 
moving its Ohio operation to Romulus. He com- 
mented this action doesn’t indicate financial hard- 
ship to him. 

Meanwhile, as temperatures rise, so does the 
stench and the tempers of nearby residents. 

As one resident put it, “The burden is upon you 
state and county officials to demonstrate that 
government really works. If something doesn t 
happen because of this meeting, my friends and 
neighbors will just say, ‘I told you so.’” 

Problems 
began with 
new plant

A Romulus resident who has lived next door to the 
Trouton Drain for 33 years revealed the storm drain 
was never a problem until a chemical recovery 
plant began operations in the immediate area. 

Charles Alrid moved to 36020 Joan with his family 
back in 1946. He recalls that three previous business 
tenants of the property now occupied by Chemical 
Recovery Systems Co. operated for several years, 
each without causing problems with Trouton Drain. 

Alrid said the location at 36345 Van Born Rd. was 
occupied by a coal yeard when he first moved to the 
area A lumber yeard and a paint and oil company 
were the next businesses to locate on the site, each 
for three to four years, again with area residents 
experiencing no problems with Trouton Drain, he 
said. 

But, all that changed with the coming of the 
chemical recovery firm some 10 years ago. About 
six to eight years ago, he explained, he and his 
neighbors began noticing odors from the open storm 
drain. 

Alrid said complaints of residents in the area 
prompted the chemical company to install lagoons 
to store waste liquids generated by the firm’s 
operations. 

“The lagoons didn’t help anything,” Alrid said. 
“In fact, they seemed to make matters worse.” 

An on-site inspection Thursday afternoon of 
Trouton Drain from Joan to the lagoon, some 1,000 
feet north, by the Enterprise failed to detect any 
odors what soever. However, a check with Alrid 
Friday disclosed that odors became so strong 
Thursday night and early Friday morning that he 
could not sleep. 

His statements supported assertions made by 
Romulus Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 

"There seldom seems to be any smell during the 
daytime They usually are the worst in the evening 
and during the night,” he explained 

^ Raspberry said he was told by those who had 
>• inspected the area, including technical personnel 
from the State Department of Natural Resources, 
that sunlight played a prominent role in keeping 
odors to a minimum and that the onset of nightfall 
brought a complete turnabout 
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“Before we had troubles with Trouton Drain, it 
w£e full of fish, muskrats and other animals,” Alrid 
declared. ‘‘In the winter, it was used as a skating 
pond,” he added 

Now-, all of that has changed Area residents want 
something done about ridding their neighborhood of 
the obnoxious odors that plaque ghem and their 
families 

Whoever is responsible for accomplishing what 
has over the years appeared to be impossible- 
ndding Trouton Drain of its odors — will 
automatically become a hero to inhabitants of the 
area
